event of a split, the commis¬ 
sion sides with the Postal 
Service’s decision. The deci¬ 
sion means the post office’s 


retail services will end on 
Friday, May 18. 

The contention between 
the citizens of Fairfield and 
the U.S. Postal Service con¬ 
tinued for more than a year 
and all avenues of appeal 
have been exhausted. 

Many people have bought 
post office boxes at the 
Bloomfield post office less 
than four miles from the city, 
according to Fairfield Mayor 
Tom Trent, in anticipation of 


the closing. 

“It’s a case of big govern¬ 
ment pushing people around 
and getting what they want,” 
Trent said. “When we 
appealed we told them the 
numbers they used as 
grounds for closing were 
wrong.” 

According to numbers 
from U.S. Post Office 
Review Coordinator Tim 
Reynolds, the post office

Governor commits funds to repair dangerous road

Gov. Steve Beshear has 
allocated $300,000 to repair 
a flood-prone stretch of KY 
46, Nat Rogers Road. 

The funds come out of the 
governor’s excess or restrict¬ 
ed road funds, state Rep. 
David Floyd explained. 

“$300,000 is generally the 
maximum they would give 
for that purpose,” Floyd said. 

The stretch of road known 
as Bull Run has been the site 
of a number of car accidents 
through the years. The most 
recent occurred Nov. 29, 
when a 71-year-old Boston 
man, Stanley “Ned” 


Rosenbaum, drove off the 
side of the flooded road, and 
died when his car sank 
underwater. 

The allocation would fund 
about 40 percent of a project 
to raise the road above water 
level, according to estimates 
from Nelson County Judge 
Executive Dean Watts. The 
most recent cost estimate for 
that project is $747,291. 
That figure takes into 
account area property owner 
Steve Cecil’s commitment to 
contribute fill dirt to the 
project, according to Watts. 

“That’s what we call a 
practical solution, versus 
building a $2 million 
bridge,” said Watts, referring

Transportation Secretary

Four arrested 
for trafficking 
cocaine, thefts

More than a dozen 
law enforcement offi¬ 
cers conducted three 
simultaneous searches 
at residences at Federal 
Place and Harrow Court 
in Bardstown 

Wednesday afternoon, 
resulting in the arrest of 
four people suspected of 
trading stolen property 
for cocaine and other 
drugs. 

The search warrants 
were executed by the 
Bardstown Police 
Department and 

Kentucky State Police 
about 5:30 p.m. 

“Because of the multiple locations and multiple sus¬ 
pects we basically needed every officer on duty from 
first and second shifts and called in off-duty officers and 
two Kentucky State Police troopers to help us secure the 
locations,” a press release from Bardstown Police stated. 

Capt. Tom Roby said 12 officers and two state troop¬ 
ers were dispatched to duplexes at 128 and 131 Federal 
Place and a house at 114 Harrow Court. 

“We knew that stolen items were at all three locations. 
We knew that narcotics had been distributed from at 
least two of those locations in the last 48 hours,” Roby 
said. 

The search reportedly uncovered stolen items from 
Wal-Mart and from about half a dozen burglaries and 
resulted in the arrest of Quentin Montgomery, 33, 
Tiffany A. Yates, 20, and April L. Tonge, 29, all of 
Bardstown, as well as Antonio Mason, 36, Bloomfield. 

Roby said police hope to make at least two more 
arrests related to this case. 

Law enforcement reportedly seized almost 50 grams

City takes next step 
to finding new fire chief

The application process for finding a new chief for 
the Bardstown Fire Department has closed. 

Mayor Bill Sheckles said about 12 applications were 
received for the post, which will head up the city fire 
department as well as the Bardstown-Nelson County 
Fire Volunteer Department Inc., commonly referred to 
as the “corporation.” The two departments share space, 
equipment and some volunteers in a station behind 
Bardstown City Hall. 

Under a newly passed ordinance, the fire chief will 
now be appointed by the mayor matching the process for 
the selection of other departments within the city. In the 
past, the chief was voted on by the volunteers of the fire 
department and then appointed by the mayor. This led to 
two fire chiefs serving at the same time this year. 
Anthony Mattingly, who had been chief since 2005, was 
serving as chief of Bardstown Fire Department when 
fire department volunteers voted Marlin Howard into 
the post. 

Sheckles saw a problem with having two chiefs over 
the same group of firefighters and proposed a new ordi-

Shawn Robinson, an 
accomplished musician, 
music teacher and conduc¬ 
tor, will be the first leader 
for the Thomas Nelson High 
School music program, the 
high school announced 
Thursday. 

“He’s a very successful 
conductor. He’s a very dedi¬ 
cated musician, and first and 
foremost, he is intent on 
making great things happen 
for kids,” said TNHS 
Principal Wes Bradley in 
announcing the selection. 

For Robinson, the posi¬ 
tion will amount to some¬ 
what of a homecoming. 

A Kentucky native, 
Robinson is director of 
bands for Mesilla Valley 
Christian Schools in Las 
Cruces, New Mexico, and 
music sirector and principal 
conductor for New Horizons 
Symphony Orchestra and 
Las Cruces City Youth 
String Ensemble. 

“The position is such an 
exceptional opportunity. As 
a first, I’ll get to set a stan¬ 
dard of excellence” for the 
program, said Robinson, 
who grew up in 
Elizabethtown and is a grad¬ 
uate of Central Hardin High 
School. His wife, Stephanie, 
grew up in Nelson County 
and is a graduate of Nelson 
County High School. 

Robinson said he is most 
excited about the opportuni¬ 
ty to build a program from 
scratch, while returning to 
Kentucky adds icing to the 
cake. 

Robinson earned a 
Bachelor of Music 

Education at Western 
Kentucky University and 
went on to earn a Master’s in 
Instrumental Conducting 
from New Mexico State 
University. 

A versatile musician and 
instructor, Robinson has 
experience working with 
musicians of many ages, 
currently including a nine- 
year-old trumpet player and 
an 89-year-old cello player. 

Robinson also has experi¬ 
ence building band and 


music programs, including 
the New Horizons 
Symphony, which started as 
a small community group 
that has grown to become a 
full-fledged and well- 
respected orchestra. 

Robinson also grew the 
Mesilla Valley music pro¬ 
gram to include a marching 
band, jazz band, wind 
ensemble, a beginning band 
and a seventh- and eighth- 
grade concert band. 

As the first band leader 
for TNHS, Robinson is 
happy he will have the 
opportunity to “do it right 
from the beginning,” by 
doing everything from over¬ 
seeing the purchase of 
appropriate band equipment 
to “making sure my people 
make the right sounds with 
their instruments” by build¬ 
ing up their technique and 
making sure they can “play 
deftly and accurately.” 

Robinson keeps an active 
performance schedule and 
has a long-term goal in 
Nelson County to “create a 
symphony and have it per¬ 
form excellent music.” 

For the first year though, 
Robinson’s goal will be to 
“create a piece of work the 
kids can be proud of. I want 
them to be able to look back 
on their work and be proud,” 
Robinson said. 

Among his own accom¬ 
plishments, Robinson is 
proud to have won a con¬ 


ducting concerto while at 
Western, and to have been 
the principal tuba player for 
a WKU band that toured 
Russia that year (spring, 
2005). 

“My principal instrument 
is an ensemble. It is a diffi¬ 
cult instrument to play but 
very rewarding when it 
comes together,” Robinson 
said.

Cemetery prices are on 
the rise. 

Bardstown City Council 
approved the first reading 
of an ordinance that will 
increase the cost of plots 
and the opening and closing 
of graves. 

If approved on second 
reading, the cost for plots 
near the front of the ceme¬ 
tery, near North Third 
Street, will increase from 
$400 to $500. The cost for 
plots farther back into the 
cemetery will increase from 
$350 to $450. The price 
increase would allow the 
city cemetery costs to be 
similar to those at St. 
Joseph Cemetery, which 
sits next to the Bardstown 
Cemetery. St. Joseph raised 
its prices in October from 
$350 to $500. 

Other increases include 
the opening and closing 
cost for graves from $250 to 
$400; opening a grave for 
an urn would increase from 
$100 to $150; the cost of a 
baby grave would change 


from $50 to $150; and the 
cost of opening a baby 
grave would increase from 
$100 to $150. 

The first reading passed 
unanimously with City 
Council member Tommy 
Reed making sure the ordi¬ 
nance still must pass a sec¬ 
ond reading before it 
becomes official. 

“That still gives the pub¬ 
lic two weeks to interject,” 
Reed said. “I just wanted to 
make sure the public has 
plenty of time.” 

The number of cemetery 
plots being sold lately has 
increased, according to City 
Clerk Bobbe Blincoe. But 
that usually happens when a 
price increase is on the hori¬ 
zon, she said. The Council 
approved 11 cemetery plots 
at Tuesday’s meeting and 
Blincoe said Thursday she 
is continuing to sell plots at 
an unusual rate. 

The ordinance that 
changes the price of the 
plots also changes the title 
of the public works director 
to the public works superin¬ 
tendent. It’s strictly a 
change in title, Bardstown 


Mayor Bill Sheckles said. 
The duties and salary 
remain unchanged. 

While on the topic of the 
cemetery, Council member 
Bobby Simpson took the 
time to mention that 
cleanup at the cemetery is 
taking place before the 
mowing season begins in 
the spring. 

Many people will put 
memorabilia on their loved 
ones’ gravestones but 
sometimes those items can 
interfere with the mowers. 

“We don’t want to throw 
it away, but we can’t leave it 
sitting there on account of 
the mowers,” Simpson said. 

He urged family mem¬ 
bers to check their loved 
ones’ gravesites for any¬ 
thing that needs to be 
picked up or that could be 
hit by mowers. 

Cable for Chaplin 

City Engineer Jeff Mills 
said the city will soon acti¬ 
vate the cable lines for the 
downtown area of Chaplin. 
This will enable 240 houses

Biography of Bardstown native 
draws nationwide attention

A biography of 
Bardstown native Daniel 
Rudd, a devout Catholic and 
former slave who founded 
the American Catholic 
Tribune, has drawn nation¬ 
wide attention. 

Author Gary Agee will 
return to Bardstown 
Saturday for a signing at 
Bardstown Booksellers on 
North Third Street. The sign¬ 
ing will be 1-4 p.m. 

Agee spoke about the 
book, “A Cry for Justice: 
Daniel Rudd and His Life in 
Black Catholicism, 

Journalism, and Activism, 
1854-1933,” at the Nelson 
County Public Library Jan. 
28. 

“Though it was a small 
crowd the discussion was 
engaging,” Agee wrote in an 
e-mail. “There were ques¬ 
tions about Rudd’s time in 
Bardstown, his owners, 
Charles and Matilda 
Haydon, a discussion of 
Bardstown and the activity 
of Jesuits during the Civil 
War years.” 

Agee’s return to 
Bardstown offers him more 
of a chance to share Rudd’s 
story. 

“I am going back to 
Bardstown because I am 
aware that there are still 
many people in Bardstown 
who know little about 
Rudd,” Agee said. 

But more people are find¬ 
ing out. Book sales in 
Bardstown have been good, 
he said. 

“As it turns out the book¬ 
store who carries the book 
has already sold more copies 
than I sold at the signing.” 
Agee said he wasn’t sure 
how many books have been 
sold but it will go into a sec¬ 
ond printing. The book was 
released in January. 

And media sources 


around the country have 
picked up on the story. Agee 
has recorded interviews with 
two National Public Radio 
affiliates, WYSO in 
Springfield, Ohio, and 
KUAF in Fayetteville, Ark., 
both scheduled to air in the 
next few days. Agee wrote a 
guest column for the Feb. 12 
edition of The Cincinnati 
Enquirer, and a positive 
review is featured on the 
blog for The Catholic Spirit 
at the website 

www.CatholicHotdish.com, 
with the possibility of being 
featured in the print edition, 
as well. The Catholic News 
Service based in 
Washington, D.C., may also 
distribute an article to its 
Catholic newspaper clients 
throughout the country, 
Agee added. 

“I didn’t really expect to 
get all of the attention the 
book is getting,” Agee said. 
“But I think Rudd deserves 
the attention. I think the peo¬ 
ple who have read the book 
realize just how difficult it 
was for African-Americans 
in the U.S. during (the) Jim 
Crow era. Moreover, some 
who have read the book feel 
as though there are some 
parallels between what 
African Americans faced 
during this period of 
American History and what 
minorities still face in 
America today.” 

Agee believes attention 
for his book may also shine a 
spotlight on Bardstown. 

“I do think Bardstown 
will be getting some atten¬ 
tion,” he said. “Rudd’s time 
in Bardstown deeply shaped 
Rudd. ... From his editorials 
he had very fond memories 
of John S. Verdin S.J. and the 
Jesuits who worked with 
him as a young boy (in 
Bardstown). It must have 
been they who helped him 
with his early education.

Are we willing to serve God? 


Last week we had communion at 
my church, and I didn’t get to be a 
server. 

I’m not sure why not, although 
I’m pretty sure it was nothing per¬ 
sonal. It’s highly unlikely that the 
person who makes the list looked at 
my name and thought, “We don’t 
like her anymore. Ha ha ha.” 

Whatever the reason, I didn’t 
make the servers’ list for that week. 

When I got the e-mail news that 
I had been cut, I was shocked. After 
all, I’m the Saturday-night-grape- 
juice/bread-over-on-the-left-side- 
of-the-sanctuary girl! 

Harry Austin, who sits in the pew 
behind me, is one of my best regu¬ 
lar customers! I’m not sure I like 
the idea of someone else telling 
him, “This is the body of Christ, 
broken for you” and “This is the 
blood of Christ, shed for you.” 

But, as the e-mail explained, they 
(whoever they are) wanted to shake 
things up a bit. Just because this is 
the way we always do things does¬ 
n’t mean that’s the way we’ll always 
do things. 

Churches sometimes get stuck 
that way. 

The e-mail writer then asked if 
I’d be willing to be an usher instead. 

It was that word “willing” that 
tripped me up. 

Would I be willing? Am I willing 
to not do something I’m used to 
doing, something I love doing, 
something that has become my pas¬ 
sionate avenue of service? 

I don’t do nursery. I don’t fold 
bulletins. Frankly, I don’t do a 
whole lot at the church other than 
take up pew space. 

To be honest, I’m not all that 
willing. (There’s that word again.) 

And I hate that about myself. 

So, now I’m feeling guilty. I 
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mean, after all Jesus has done for 
me, I’m wrestling with being will¬ 
ing/unwilling to do what? Be an 
usher at church? Take 10 minutes to 
walk up and down a church aisle? 

That should be a no brainer. 
Jesus died for me — point me to the 
aisle you want me to usherize. 

Except. 

Except something in me — it has 
to be sin; what else could it be? — 
shouted, “No!” No, I don’t want to 
be an usher. I want to be the grape 
juice girl and serve communion to 
Harry Austin and say, “This is the 
body/blood of Christ broken/shed 
for you.” 

I swear, sometimes I’m 7, not 57. 

Yes, I realize how very trivial this 
sounds, but it speaks to deeper 
issues. One: who am I serving with 
my service? I’m in church, doing a 
churchy thing, so it looks like I’m 
serving God. But I know full well 
that my service as a communion 
server gives me great delight, and 
serving God should bring delight. 
There’s nothing wrong with that. 

However, there’s an awful lot of 
“me” and “my” in my service. I like 
it. I want it. I will be sad if you take 


it away from me. 

Another issue: balking at my 
willingness to do something else. A 
true servant doesn’t pick and 
choose her task for her master. A 
true servant does what she’s asked 
or told to do. 

Is that what it means to be a 
Christian? Are we to do whatever 
the church asks, whether we like it 
or not? 

What about guilt? Is that a good 
enough reason to be an usher for a 
day? Guilt is an excellent motivator, 
but can it sustain me? 

After all Jesus has done for me, I 
should just suck it up, quit whining 
like a little girl and be an usher. Put 
on my Mary Sunshine/Victory in 
Jesus face and “fake it ’til I make 
it.” 

Except God will see right 
through that and my service will 
stink like rotten fish. 

As it turned out, I couldn’t make 
it to church Saturday night, so I 
wouldn’t have been able to be a 
communion server or an usher after 
all. 

But that doesn’t put to rest the 
deeper issue of willingness and 
guilt and service that pleases God. 

The truth is, I’ll never love God 
the way I should and my service 
will always be tainted with self. 

Sometimes I think the best I can 
offer is the willingness to be will¬ 
ing. 

Maybe even willing to be willing 
to be willing. 

It’s not admirable, but it’s a start.

LAST PAPER’S POLL 


Waiver allows 
state to find 
new way to 
gauge student 
success 

Pass or Fail. 

Those were the only two grades handed out 
with No Child Left Behind education law. 

There wasn’t any recognition for improving test 
scores one year over the next and every school 
that failed was lumped together without any dif¬ 
ferentiation between schools with a low per¬ 
centage of students who were failing to those 
schools where most all were. 

We agree that NCLB didn’t leave much incen¬ 
tive for the hit or miss 
grade that was handed 
out each year. 

Although the overall 
intent of getting chil¬ 
dren on grade level 
with reading and math 
was good, the measur¬ 
ing stick put into place 
was in many cases 
unattainable and didn’t 
paint a true picture if 
schools were progress¬ 
ing toward their goal or 
not. 

So the news last 
week that President 
Obama gave 10 states 

— including Kentucky 

— a waiver from meeting the requirements in 
the law was met with a loud round of applause 
from educators. 

However, the waiver doesn’t simply let Ken¬ 
tucky and the other nine states off the hook. All 
exempted states will be expected to enforce a 
serious state-led effort to close student achieve¬ 
ment gaps for all students, promote rigorous 
accountability and ensure all students are on 
track to graduate college and career-ready. They 
must develop meaningful teacher and principal 
evaluation systems, reward the best performing 
schools and focus on helping their own strug¬ 
gling schools. 

Local school officials feel that we’re off to a 
good start in meeting those expectations with 
the implementation of State Senate Bill 1 which 
has much higher standards and accountability 
than NCLB ever had. They also agree that hav¬ 
ing the flexibility with one accountability sys¬ 
tem will allow the districts to focus on teaching 
strategies rather than NCLB testing. 

While this wavier is a welcome relief, we cer¬ 
tainly can’t take our foot off the gas. Kentucky 
has made good educational strides before so 
now we’ve been given a golden opportunity to 
propel our state to the next level. Our educators 
must rise to the occasion, put their great minds 
to work and lead us to accomplish the task at 
hand to ensure future success for all Kentucky 
students.

Trying not to predict the future 


Humans — nearly all of 
us — have an obsessive 
desire to predict the future. 
The optimists rationalize 
why a good thing is sure to 
happen, while the pessimists 
are sure it won’t. It’s under¬ 
standable why we want to do 
this: being able to correctly 
predict outcomes can be a 
valuable skill in a world in 
which wolves might lurk 
around any corner. But in the 
majority of cases, prediction 
isn’t a life-or-death matter 
anymore. The question is, 
then, whether it has any 
value in such a situation. 

When we want something 
badly — whether we’ve en¬ 
tered a contest or applied for 
college — a great deal of 
energy is spent in mulling 
over the possible results. You 
could even argue in a lot of 
these cases that we spend 
more time thinking about the 
conclusion before it arrives 
than after. If so, a positive

outlook would be better — 
why not devote more time to 
a good feeling than to a bad 
feeling? The other side of 
that coin is that the let-down 
is greater if you don’t get 
what you want — though 
I’m not sure how much 
greater the pain actually is. 

I’ve always leaned a bit 
more toward the pessimist’s 
side, against my better 
judgment. I’ve come to the 


conclusion this is the least 
productive approach. Yet it is 
attached to yet another 
human instinct, perhaps just 
as integral as the impulse to 
predict the future: the in¬ 
stinct to protect oneself. Of 
course, pessimism loses any 
usefulness when we not only 
feel the pain of failure after 
we’ve failed, but even before. 

I don’t know why the in¬ 
clination to pessimism has 
such a powerful grip. But 
one reason, I’m guessing, is 
that though on one face the 
person is suffering, on the 
other his or her life is much 
easier. She gets to watch TY 
eat unhealthy foods and 
party instead of studying, ex¬ 
ercising or staying home to 
work on a project. 

But the real answer, I 
think, isn’t optimism, either, 
but somehow trying not to 
predict the future at all. How 
much energy would we have 
if it wasn’t spent on worry? 


How much more would we 
enjoy today if we weren’t 
thinking of tomorrow? How 
much more would we ac¬ 
complish if we weren’t 
preoccupied with past ac¬ 
complishments? 

Nor do I think this ap¬ 
proach necessitates a 
suspension of desire. Nor do 
I think it’s easy — I’m trying 
to accomplish it still. 

But the recipe may be 
simple enough. Look around 
you: make sure you’re seeing 
what you’re seeing, not 
watching mental images — 
memories or predictions 
from somewhere else in 
time. Make sure you hear the 
sounds around you, smell the 
smells, taste the air, your 
food, your gum, your pen. 
Otherwise you’re left with 
few memories of your past 
and far too many scenarios 
that never came true. Live 
today on only a simple faith 
that tomorrow will come.

We have pre¬ 
conceived notions of when 
someone has lived a “full” 
life and what amount of time 
that is in years, but we are 
always at a loss for when 
someone’s time is too short. 
Whether it comes down to 
how to age with grace or 
cope with an untimely loss 
of life, time still escapes our 
reason and we will never 
have enough time to under¬ 
stand it.

Will success come from mandatory school attendance? 


Every parent wants their 
children to succeed in life. 
Early on, parents can help 
by making sure that their 
child can read. And they 
need to keep them in 
school. This is the parents’ 
responsibility, but some in 
Frankfort want to take that 
responsibility away from 
them by mandating school 
attendance until their chil¬ 
dren are 18 years old. 

I’m sure everyone would 
prefer that their children 
avoid a life lived in poverty. 
We know, from exhaustive 
statistical analysis, just how 
to avoid that trap. Here are 
the basic steps: 1) finish 
high school, 2) get a full¬ 
time job, and 3) wait until 
you are married to have 
children. 

In their book Creating an 
Opportunity Society, 
authors Ron Haskins and 
Isabel Sawhill observed, 
“Families that adhere to 
these norms or expectations 
have a very high probability 
of entering the middle class. 
Indeed, adhering to all three 
norms virtually eliminates 
the possibility of a family 
living below the poverty 
line.” 

So we have the formula, 
and the ability to solve the 
problem: start with the core 
values of discipline and 
hard work, taught or 
observed in the family that 
raised them; and then add 
ambition to acquire and 
maintain the skills that are 
needed. But, from where 
does the “ambition” come? 

For most men, ambition 
is more highly developed in 
marriage. Marriage pro¬ 
motes responsibility and 
habits that result in 
increased productivity. 
(Married men earn more 
than single men with com¬ 
parable education and work 
histories.) 

Children who grow up in 
two-parent households are 
more likely to finish high 
school and college, main¬ 
tain full-time employment, 
and enjoy a stable life them¬ 
selves. 

Faying the foundation 
for these core values in a 
young person is the respon¬ 
sibility of the family. The 
family is the basic unit of 
society — and this is not a 
cliche. (When I speak of 
family, I mean a person 
with his or her spouse and 
children.) When the family 
breaks down, doesn’t it fol¬ 
low that society deteriorates 
as well? 

We know that marriage is 
in decline, and single-parent 
households are on the rise. 

It shouldn’t surprise anyone 
that both trends are reflect¬ 
ed in an increase in 
Americans living in poverty. 

These facts present a seri¬ 
ous problem for our coun¬ 
try. If, as the data show, the 
traditional family is the 
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foundation of American 
success, then America has 
an interest in reversing the 
trend. Is your government 
doing anything to reverse 
this trend? 

I’m afraid not. It seems, 
rather, that we are hastening 
the demise of the traditional 
family. We discourage mar¬ 
riage by encouraging behav¬ 
ior that is supported through 
government policies. 
Government steps in to 
replace the father by provid¬ 
ing adequate financial assis¬ 
tance to single mothers, no 
matter how many children 
they have out of wedlock. 
That assistance can end if 
the mother gets married or 
goes to work. Do you see 
the perverse incentive here? 

When men and women 
are not held accountable by 
family responsibilities, as in 
a marriage, they are “liber¬ 
ated” from the ambition that 
is so essential to their suc¬ 
cess. Man and woman 
become more dependent on 
government. People who 
come to depend on govern¬ 
ment tend to vote for those 
who will maintain or 
increase the support provid¬ 
ed by government. 

Meanwhile, American 
taxpayers must support an 
increasing number of those 
in poverty. They are dimin¬ 
ished, as more and more of 
their property is legally con¬ 
fiscated to support a grow¬ 
ing entitlement class. 

What can we do? While 
we can work to reform poli¬ 
cies that discourage mar¬ 
riage, we can also empha¬ 
size marriage. It starts in 
the family, but can be sup¬ 
ported by elected officials 
and in the schools. How 
many successful campaigns 
have been undertaken in the 
schools? I remember my 
daughter, a fourth-grader at 
the time, announcing every 
time we got in our car “Seat 
belts, Daddy!” In school, 
children are taught the dan¬ 
gers of cigarettes, the 
importance of recycling; 
why not marriage, which is 
more consequential to their 
success in life? 

Robert Rector, of the 
Heritage Foundation, sug¬ 
gests that we tell children of 
the disastrous consequences 
of having a child out of

poverty. Run a public ad 
campaign, declaring mar¬ 
riage as the best tool for 
fighting poverty. Force 
public birth-control clinics, 
where poor and working- 
class women go for birth 
control, to provide informa¬ 
tion about the importance of 
marriage. And reduce the 
rewards of single parent¬ 
hood in the welfare system. 

The positive aspects of 
such a campaign will be 
healthy for our children and 
beneficial to our economy 
and culture.

Brohm tabbed to start upTNHS program

To build its football program from the 
ground floor up, Thomas Nelson High 
School reached for the stars and found a 
name that goes hand-in-hand with football 
in Kentucky. 

On Wednesday, the school announced in 
a press release it had named Greg Brohm to 
be the Generals’ first coach. 

“The thing that intrigued me the most is 
the opportunity to take something from the 
ground floor and build it step-by-step,” said 
Brohm, the former Director of Football 
Operations at the University of Louisville. 
“I’ve been fortunate to have had many great 
football influences in my life, and the 
chance to implement what I have learned in 
a new, fresh situation is exciting. It is a 
great responsibility — a great challenge to 
start a program and build a culture of suc¬ 
cess.” 

Thomas Nelson High School will com¬ 
pete at the junior varsity level its first sea¬ 


son and take on a varsity district schedule 
after that. 

Brohm, a wide receiver at Louisville in 
the ’80s, hails from perhaps the most well- 
known football family in Kentucky. His 
father, Oscar, and brothers, Jeff and Brian, 
all played quarterback for Louisville. 

Greg Brohm previously served as offen¬ 
sive coordinator and team president for the 
Louisville Fire arena football team, and 
also was an assistant coach at his alma 
mater, Trinity, and served the past two sea¬ 
sons as an assistant at DeSales. He also is 
active on the Louisville airwaves as a radio 
and TV host. 

“He has such a unique football experi¬ 
ence,” TNHS co-athletic director Sara 
Thurmond said. “On the field; off the field; 
behind the scenes. At all levels.” 

Brohm was formally introduced 
Wednesday night at a ceremony at the 
Thomas Nelson fieldhouse, and he said his

run a similar offense.

quality coaches will help 
him through the program’s 
early growing pains. 

“From them, I’ve learned 
how to build a program, to 
build a winner,” he said. 
“The growth of this pro¬ 
gram will take some time. 
There will be challenges.” 

It is uncertain at this 
point what class Thomas 
Nelson will compete in 
once the team is participat¬ 
ing in a district varsity 
schedule. Enrollment pro¬ 
jections suggest the 
Generals will likely end up 
in Class 2 A, where 
Bardstown and Washington 
County would be natural 
rivals, or perhaps in 3A with 
LaRue County and 
Elizabethtown. 

Brohm said success will 
come, but not instantly. 


“I think the development 
of this program will be a 
process,” he said.

“I envision a program 
that is about the players, the 
school community, and the 
experience of high school 
football, which is so unique 
and rewarding,” Brohm 
added. “This first year gives 
us the chance to ramp up. 
It’s just working smart.” 

At Wednesday’s ceremo¬ 
ny, Brohm told the future 
Thomas Nelson students in 
attendance that, as the first 
students at the school, theirs 


will be a special experience. 

“This place is new (and) 
it’s exciting to be here,” he 
said. 

Thomas Nelson principal 
Wes Bradley said there was 
a lot of interest in the job 
and about 10 serious candi¬ 
dates were considered. Five 
of those candidates were 
interviewed, with Brohm 
emerging as the school’s 
choice. 

“We made a great hire,” 
Bradley said. 

The hire capped off a 
whirlwind week that also 
saw the school introduce 
new coaches for the boys’ 
and girls’ soccer programs, 
as well as volleyball. 
Bradley said that cycle of 
interviews took about 3-4 
weeks, and there would be 
more coaches named when 
the next group of interviews 
wraps up in about a month.

tional sources of funding 
for the project.

Sign change not 
acceptable

New downtown 

Bardstown signs and the 
construction of a Colonial- 
style duplex were on the 
agenda for the Bardstown 
Historical Review Board 
Monday evening. 

While the sign for the 
Days Inn at 523 N. Third St. 
may soon change to read 
“Downtown Super Inn,” the 
sign itself won’t look much 
different, according to Pen 
Bogert, preservation admin¬ 
istrator for the HRB. 

“The sign is not going to 
change its size or design too 
much,” Bogert said. 

According to the meeting 
agenda, the sun will be 
retained on the top of the 
sign but will be modified to 
incorporate the word 
“Downtown” and will have a 
red stripe underneath instead 
of a yellow stripe. 

The HRB approved the 
Days Inn change, but denied 
a request to change the Old 
Kentucky Home Motel sign 
at 414 W. Stephen Foster 
Ave. — although it has 
already been changed. 

Neither the sign nor the 
motel is in the Historic 
District. However, the HRB 
designated the neon sign a 
Landmark Sign in 2000, 
with a condition of the appli¬ 
cation being that the HRB 
would have to approve future 
changes to the sign. 

“The owner changed it 
last summer,” Bogert 
explained. But owner 
Hanulkah Patel made the 
change without filing the 
required application with the 
HRB, he said. So in January, 
the planning and zoning 
office informed him he 
would have to apply to HRB 
and pay a city sign permit 
fee and late fee, according to 
the meeting agenda. 

Bogert said it was his 
understanding the original 
frame to the sign may have 
been maintained but the sign 
itself was re-faced, with the 
iconic neon being removed. 

“There are historic post¬ 
cards, color postcards from 
the ’60s, that show it,” 
Bogert said. “It was com¬ 
pletely typical of that time 


period.” The motel was built 
in 1955. 

“The board can designate 
a sign if it’s (a) historical 
enough and unique enough 
sign like that one was,” 
Bogert said. 

It’s possible the lights 
weren’t working on the sign 
when the owner had it 
replaced, Bogert said. 

“The next thing is he has 
been requested by the board 
to locate his contractor that 
had done the work and see if 
he has any of the original 
sign material, and then we’ll 
take it from there,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the board 
approved two applications 
from JTD Holdings LLC, 
owned by Joe and Jenny 
Buckman. The design for a 
four-bay, two-story, double¬ 
door duplex at 208 E. 
Broadway Ave. was 
approved. 

The original design was 
for a brick Georgian-style 
building, approved in 2009, 
but the Buckmans changed 
the design to feature cement 


board siding with the 
appearance of wood. A pro¬ 
posal for the color and tex¬ 
ture of the siding will be 
brought before the board at a 
later date, Bogert said. 

JTD’s second application 
was to remove corrugated 
metal siding from the rear 
and sides of the Dempsey 
Building at 211 W. Stephen 
Foster Ave. JTD must reap¬ 
ply for approval of a replace¬ 
ment siding or covering, 
according to Bogert. 

Also approved by the 
Historical Review Board 
were the following: 

• A proposal to extend a 

shed roof at the rear of 111 
E. Broadway, filed by 
Johnson Home 

Improvement on behalf of 
owner Frank Souza. 

• A proposal to construct 
an attached pergola on the 
south side of Susan 
Christensen’s townhouse at 
211 N. Fourth St., requiring 
a 10-foot variance from the 
minimum side setback 
requirement.

of cocaine with an estimated 
street value of $5,000, along 
with about $5,000 cash and 
a handgun, allegedly found 
in Montgomery’s posses¬ 
sion. They also allegedly 
found Loritab pills, which 
are opiates, and Xanax pills, 
according to Bardstown 
Police Detective Lynn 
Davis. 

A Suzuki motorcycle and 
car rims from two burglaries 
were found at the residences, 
Bardstown Police Detective 
Barbara Roby said. 

The police department 
worked with Wal-Mart loss 
prevention, which reportedly 
provided videos of the sus¬ 
pects, to develop leads in the 
case, Roby said. 

Officers were even aware 
that specific items might be 
at certain locations. Roby 
pointed out a green chain¬ 
saw and a Craftsman air 


compressor with a frayed 
cord, which they had report¬ 
edly been told they would 
find at Harrow Court. 

Items stolen from Wal- 
Mart included a stereo sys¬ 
tem, a generator, tool boxes, 
fishing poles, a blender and 
a small air compressor. 

Police also recovered 
stolen cell phones and a lap¬ 
top computer. 

“What we’re having a pat¬ 
tern of is the drug dealers 
sending out drug users to 
steal things that they want,” 
Davis explained. 

The four suspects were 
arrested at their residences 
— Tonge and Mason live at 
131 Federal Place, Yates at 
128 Federal Place and 
Montgomery at Harrow 
Court. 

There was a juvenile at 
one of the residences during 
Wednesday afternoon’s 
operation, but will not be 
charged, according to Tom 
Roby. Another suspect was 
not present during the search 
and was not arrested, he 


» Fairfield 
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revenue was $15,921 with 
expenses of $40,842 for 
2011. 

“When we had a postmas¬ 
ter there in 2009, by today’s 
standards their salary would 
cost us $70,000 aside from 
other expenses,” Reynolds 
said. “’The postal service is 
losing about $24 million a 
day and, according to figures 
from the post master general, 
that is a $14.1 billion loss 
annually.” 

Saturday deliveries will 
discontinue by 2013 unless 
an alternative is found, 
Reynolds said. Reynolds 
attributes the drop in revenue 
to the widespread use of e- 
mail for correspondence and 
online bill payment options. 

“We want to remain com¬ 
mitted to the Fairfield com¬ 
munity. Their addresses will 
not change and the plan for 
now is to keep the post office 
boxes inside the property 
after we sell it,” Reynolds 
said. 

The U.S. Postal Service 
actually owns the land and 
the building where the 
Fairfield post office boxes 
are located. A buyer for the 
property and the postal serv¬ 
ice are currently in contrac¬ 
tual negotiations. The 
prospective owner will lease 
the space for the boxes to the 
postal service. 

Citizens’ concerns focus 
more on safety and identity 
and not necessarily the post 
office’s services. 

“If I get a mailbox with a 
rural carrier, my address 


could change with a Cox’s 
Creek carrier or 
Bloomfield,” Trent said. 
“This could potentially cause 
confusion for 911 services if 
they are looking for your 
house. This could also affect 
new businesses moving to 
Fairfield.” 

Former Fairfield Mayor 
Mary Ellen Marquess used 
to be a mail carrier and when 
Nelson County implemented 
the 911, the postal service 
was involved. 

“The postmaster rode with 
the rural carrier and a road 
department employee and it 
was a measurement system,” 
Marquess said. “You would 
measure the routes from the 
beginning of your route and 
determine the house num¬ 
bers by the distance from 
your origin. If the people 
didn’t like the name, some¬ 
times citizens used the oldest 
person on the road.” 

Physical addresses for 911 
calls are allocated by the 
planning and zoning com¬ 
mission, according to 
Nelson County Dispatch, 
and can be changed if neces¬ 
sary. 

“This change won’t affect 
anyone’s physical address 
with 911,” Reynolds said. 
“We (the postal service) 
don’t have any part in the 
physical addresses citizens 
have with their local 911 
services — no one gives a 
PO. box number when call¬ 
ing for an emergency.” 

Physical addresses for 
emergency services won’t 
change, but whether the 
identity of Fairfield, which 
had its first postmaster in 
1818, is lost will depend on 
its citizens.
